Rhizoma 3-8 mm crassum interdum curvatum. Folia rosulata oblanceolata 
—oblonga 2-8 cm longa 1-2 cm lata apice acutiuscula vel obtusa basi ad petiolum 
5-50 mm longum cuneatim attenuata intense viridia supra luciduscula, nervis 
lateralibus utrinque 3-5 acute ascendentibus supra distincte impressis subtus elevatis, 
margine inferiore leviter crispula. Caulis 12-30 cm altus acute angulatus. Folia 
caulina 4-7 bracteiformia lineari-lanceolata 1-3 cm longa 1-3 mm lata. Spica 
1.5-3 cm longa densiflora. Flores sessiles albi. Tepala 6, superiora (3) 4, elongata 
lineari-spathulata 3-6 mm longa 0.7-0.8 mm lata apice obtusa; inferiora (3) 2, 
staminibus paullo longiora ca. 2 mm longa. Stamina 6, 1-1.5 mm longa; antherae 
rotundato-ovatae albidae biloculares filamento breviores. Pistillum 1.5 mm longum; 
styli 3, 0.5-0.7 mm longi. Numero chromosomo 2n=42.

This heptaploid plant is characterized in having dark green and slightly lustrous 
leaves with lateral veins distinctly impressed above, and short upper tepals. 
Tetraploid C. japonica is generally larger in all respects, and has broader thinner 
leaves which are green, opaque, and crispulate on margin, and longer upper tepals. 
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
